FLAG DOWN/ CONTACT/1- 6407 SUNSET BLVD 

(QAACK N THE BOX). WHILE ON ROUTINE PATROL 
APPROACHING THE TRAFFIC LIGHT AT THE CORNER OF 
SUNSET BLVD AND IVAR AVE FACING SOUTH BOUND, WE 
MONITORED AN INFORMATION BROADCAST FROM BID 
DISPATCHER (RODRIGUEZ, ANGELICA). 

RODRIGUEZ ADVISED VIA LAPD ROVER OF A 415 MAN 
ARMED WITH A POSSIBLE MACHETE AT THE CORNER OF 
CAHUENGA BLVD AND SUNSET BLVD. THE SUSPECT ISA 
MALE WHITE WEARING ALL BLACK. SIMULTANEOUSLY A 
MALE HISPANIC SUBJECT (R/P) WAS RUNNING THROUGH 
THE JACK IN THE BOX PARKING LOT TOWARDS OUR 
LOCATION WAVING HIS ARMS AND YELLING, 

“OFFICERS, OFFICERS.” WHEN THE R/P ARRIVED AT OUR 
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PASSENGER FRONT VEHICLE WINDOW (WHERE I 
(OFFICER PARRA) WAS SEATED), HE ADVISED THAT A 
MALE WHITE IN A BLACK JOGGING SUIT WAS ARMED 
WITH A STICK WITH A SHARP HOOK AT THE END AND 
WAS THREATENING PEOPLE INSIDE OF JACK IN THE BOX. 
THE MALE LEFT OUT OF JACK IN THE BOX AND RAN 
TOWARDS VINE ST. R/P STATED THAT HE HAD CALLED 
LAPD BUT THAT THE POLICE CAR HAD NOT YET ARRIVED. 
R/P THEN ADVISED WHILE POINTING EAST BOUND 
SUNSET BLVD,” HEY THERE HE IS.” WE LOOKED EAST 
BOUND SUNSET BLVD AND OBSERVED THE SUSPECT IN 
A CROWD OF STUDENTS FROM THE LA FILM SCHOOL. 
THE SUSPECT HAD IN HIS RIGHT HAND WHAT APPEARED 
TO BE A METAL HOOK FASTENED TO A WOODEN 
HANDLE. THE SUSPECT WAS WAVING IT BACK AND 
FORTH THREATENINGLY, CHASING PEDESTRIANS THAT 
WERE STANDING ON THE SIDEWALK AS IF HE WAS 
ATTEMPTING TO STRIKE THE PEDESTRIANS. WE 
OBSERVED THE PEDESTRIANS RUNNING AWAY FROM 
THE SUSPECT SO AS TO NOT BE STRUCK BY THE 
WEAPON THE SUSPECT WAS USING TO THREATEN THE 
OBSERVERS. 

I ADVISED DISPATCHER (RODRIGUEZ) OF OUR 
OBSERVATIONS OF THE SUSPECTS ACTIONS. BECAUSE 
OF THE SERIOUSNESS OF THE SUSPECTS ACTIONS AND 
THE HIGH PROBABILITY OF AN INNOCENT BYSTANDER 
BEING INJURED, WE TURNED EAST BOUND ON SUNSET 
BLVD TO MONITOR THE SUSPECTS ACTIONS AND 
DIRECTION OF TRAVEL. AS I WAS ATTEMPTING TO 
CONTACT LAPD DISPATCH, VIA MY CELL PHONE, THE 
SUSPECT RAN INTO THE MIDDLE OF SUNSET BLVD 
YELLING AND WAVING THE WEAPON HE HAD IN HIS 
RIGHT HAND. THE SUSPECT STARTED TO ADVANCE 
TOWARDS OUR DIRECTION STILL WAVING THE WEAPON 
AGGRESSIVELY IN THE AIR. VEHICLES TRAVELING EAST 
BOUND ON SUNSET BLVD FROM IVAR HAD TO SWERVE 
OUT OF THE SUSPECTS PATH IN ORDER NOT TO HIT THE 
SUSPECT. AS THE VEHICLES PASSED THE SUSPECT, HE 
SWUNG HIS WEAPON AT THE VEHICLES IN ORDER TO HIT 
THEM. THE SUSPECT CONTINUED ADVANCING TOWARDS 
OUR VEHICLE, WHO WAS NOW APPROXIMATELY 20-25 
FEET FROM OUR VEHICLE AND STILL WAVING HIS 
WEAPON IN AN AGGRESSIVE/THREATENING MANNER, I 
OPENED MY VEHICLE DOOR AND USING THE DOOR AS 
COVER, I DREW MY DUTY WEAPON, POINTED IT AT THE 
SUSPECT AND ORDERED HIM TO STOP AND DROP HIS 
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WEAPON. MY PARTNER OFFICER AYALA DID THE SAME 
ON THE DRIVERS SIDE OF THE VEHICLE. THE SUSPECT 
LOOKED IN OUR DIRECTION AS I ORDERED HIM TO STOP 
ADVANCING AND TO DROP HIS WEAPON AND SAID,” 
FUCK YOU I DIDN’T DO SHIT.” THE SUSPECT THEN 
BEGAN TO RUN, HOLDING THE WEAPON IN HIS RIGHT 
HAND TOWARDS THE NORTH SIDEWALK IN FRONT OF 
6353 SUNSET BLVD (LA FILM SCHOOL) WHERE THERE 
WERE STILL MANY PEDESTRIANS (POSSIBLE 
STUDENTS) STANDING ON THE SIDEWALK. LAPD 6 W 23, 
(OFFICER WECHSLER #39792) ARRIVED AT OUR 
LOCATION AND PARKED AGAINST THE NORTH CURB IN 
FRONT OF THE LA FILM SCHOOL. OFFICER WECHSLER 
EXITED HIS VEHICLE AND AT GUN POINT ATTEMPTED TO 
ORDER THE SUSPECT TO DROP HIS WEAPON. THE 
SUSPECT RAN EAST BOUND IN AN ATTEMPT TO FLEE. NO 
OTHER LAPD UNITS WERE ON SCENE AND OFFICER 
WECHSLER WAS AN L CAR AND WAS FOLLOWING THE 
SUSPECT STILL ON THE NORTH SIDE OF THE STREET 
(FOR OFFICER SAFETY REASONS), I ALONG WITH MY 
PARTNER OFFICER AYALA STARTED TO RUN ON THE 
SOUTH SIDE OF THE STREET EAST BOUND PARALLELING 
THE SUSPECT WHO WAS RUNNING EAST BOUND ON THE 
NORTH SIDEWALK.. THE SUSPECT ATTEMPTED TO CROSS 
SUNSET BLVD TO THE SOUTH SIDE. THE SUSPECT 
LOOKED IN OUR DIRECTION SAID, “FUCK YOU,” AND RAN 
BACK ONTO THE NORTH SIDEWALK. THE SUSPECT STILL 
HOLDING THE WEAPON STARTED TO RUN BACK WEST 
BOUND. LAPD OFFICER (WECHSLER) EXITED HIS POLICE 
VEHICLE AND ENGAGED THE SUSPECT AT GUN POINT 
ORDERING HIM TO DROP THE WEAPON. THE SUSPECT 
STOPPED HIS FORWARD PROGRESS AND STOOD ON THE 
SIDEWALK YELLING AT OFFICER WECHSLER STILL 
HOLDING THE WEAPON IN HIS HAND. WE ARRIVED AT 
OFFICER WECHSLERS C-6 LOCATION, DREW OUR DUTY 
WEAPONS AND POINTED THEM AT THE SUSPECT, ALSO 
ORDERING HIM TO DROP THE WEAPON. THE SUSPECT 
FINALLY COMPLIED AND DROPPED THE WEAPON. 
OFFICER AYALA THEN WITH HIS FOOT KICKED THE 
WEAPON AWAY FROM THE SUSPECT INTO THE STREET. 
THE SUSPECT THEN SAT ON THE SIDEWALK AND 
REFUSED OUR ORDERS TO LAY ON HIS STOMACH. 
OFFICER AYALA AND I RE HOLSTERED OUR DUTY 
WEAPONS AS OFFICER WECHSLER KEPT HIS POINTED AT 
THE SUSPECT. OFFICER WECHSLER ASKED US IF WE 
HAD A TASER, WE REPLIED NO. OTHER LAPD OFFICERS 
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ARRIVED AT OUR C-6 LOCATION AND THE SUSPECT WAS 
TAKEN INTO CUSTODY BY THE USE OF A SWARM 
TECHNIQUE. I MAINTAINED A HOLD OF THE SUSPECTS 
LEGS, WHICH HE WAS ATTEMPTING TO KICK OFFICERS. 
AN LAPD OFFICER REQUESTED THE USE OF A RESTRAINT 
CORD. I DEPLOYED MY RESTRAINT CORD AND PLACED IT 
AROUND THE SUSPECTS LEGS. THE SUSPECT WAS 
PLACED INTO AN LAPD BLACK AND WHITE WITHOUT 
FURTHER INCIDENT.
